ARMY APPARENTLY IS

Vigorous Effort to Relieve Food Situation Wins the Con- 


fidence of People Who Voluntarily Aid New Govern- 
ment In Quelling Disturbances — Political Amnesty 
Being Prepared By the New Minister of Justice- 
Normal Life Fast Beplacing Disorder 


GrandvDuke Nicholas, idol of the Russian aiiuy mid ranked as Rus- 


sia's master strategist, looms up as the big military figure of the hour 
in the empire which has just witnessed a successful and almost blood- 
less revolution and the abdication of its emperor. 


The relinquishment of the throne by Nicholas II, automatically"de- 


prived him of his rank as commander in chief of the Russian Armies. 
The heir to the tlirone is an infant and Grand Duke Michael, named as 
regent while a soldier of repute, is not of conununding military experi- 
ence. 


Thus the nation, the Petrograd dispatches indicate is turning to its 


most tried and trusted military leader. 
Grand Duke Nicholas is report- 


ed to liave arrived at the capital ami the probability is pointed to that 
he"will take command of the troops. 


Of the complete success of the revolutionary movement, in which the 
lead was taken by the duma, there seems, no doubt. While there have 
been few advices received as to the attitude of the army at the front, 
such news as has been received indicates that the military with the ex- 
ception of reinforcements among the officers, together with, all the pop- 
ular forces of the empire, is backing of the new government. 


The civil forces of the nation are co-operating with, the government 


most heartily in restoring normality in. the life of the empire. 


The duma which is the chief factor in shaping the course of the new 
i"egline,'ant|-the Zemstvo council, are reported co-operating successfully 
in straightening out the various tangles A\!iich have resulted from the 
momentous change in government control. 


Tbe food problem is being attacked and the people themselves seem 


to be exercising their own authority to repress any elements of the pop- 
ulation that might be inclined to indulge in excesses. 


A" measure of general political amnesty is reported in 
course

preparation by the new Russian minister of justice. Grand Duke Nich- 
olas is said to have indorsed this move as one necessary to save the em- 
pire and bring the war to a successful conclusion. 


Martial Law in Ohio if Strike

The Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company 


Office of the President, 


Baltimore, Md., March 15, 1917. 


To All Officers and Employees: 


It has been broadly stated in the press for several days 


past that 6:00 p. m. on Saturday, March 17, 1917, all loco- 
motive engineers, firemen, train conductors and brakemen 
on a number of important railroad systems, including the 
Baltimore and Ohio, will stop work in a body unless other- 
wise ordered; in other words, go on strike. 


Such action under any circumstances would be a serious 


menace to the public welfare, and I am unwilling to believe 
that the rumors are well founded, at least so far as Balti- 
more and Ohio employees are concerned. In any event, if 
such action is even under contemplation it seems to -me' 
only fair to the men in the service of thig company that I 
should state the situation clearly as it is understood by 
me. 


On September 2,1916, the Congress of the United States 


passed the so-called Adamson Eight-Hour Law, to become 
effective on January 1,1917. This act, as you know, was 
hastily prepared, was indefinite in its terms, and in addi- 
tion to this, many able lawyers and others felt that the law 
itself was unconstitutional, consequently the Supreme 
Court was asked to say first whether the law was consti- 
tutional or not, and second, if constitutional, how it should 
be interpreted and applied. 


The case was" argued before the Supreme Court on Janu- 


ary 8, 9 and 10,1917. Pending a decision of the case the 
railroads were instructed to keep their records of the time 
worked by the various employees affected by the law, so 
that whatever final conclusion might be reached concern- 
ing the law the men should receive the full benefit from 
the date when the law was to become effective, that is to 
say, January 1,-1917. 


The Baltimore and Ohio Company is so keeping the 


time of all o£ its employees affected, and if the law is de- 
clared constitutional it expects to pay, and will pay by spe- 
cial voucher, the increased wages due any employee since 
January 1,1917. 


The Baltimore and Ohio Company offered last summer, 


when this matter was under discussion, and again pro-; 
S 


cses that if the law is found to be unconstitutional,,to,, 
ave all matters in this controversy submitted to arbitra- 


tion before a board of arbitrators to be chosen by the Pres- 
ident of the United States. 


Certainly no fairer proposition was ever submitted by 


any company to its employees. No fairer proposition can 
be submitted. To go further than the Baltimore and Ohio 
Company"is willing to go, would simply be yielding to" 
force and not to the spirit of fair dealing. 


It is not necessary that Baltimore and Ohio employees 


should strike in order to obtain fair treatment, either in 
this or any other case. This controversy can be settled in 
an orderly way and settled fairly, and it should be kept in 
mind that the question submitted to the Supreme Court 
was a ;very complicated and important one, and further- 
more there were other cases before the Court which had to 
be decided in proper order, and no one, I am sure, would 
wish to have this matter passed upon hastily or incom- 
pletely by such an important tribunal as the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 


It has been stated that the employees on some of the 


other lines will not be affected by the strike order. Is this 
because they are more loyal to their employers or are they 
more patriotic citizens than the employees of the Balti- 
more and Ohio Company? I cannot believe that such is 
the case. 


I cannot believe, nor will I believe, that Baltimore and 


Ohio employees will without cause take hasty, unwar- 
ranted and unnecessary action, the direct effect of which 
will be to bring great inconvenience, if not real distress, to 
large numbers, and which might and probably would do 
great and unforeseen harm in other directions. 


I hope it will never be said that Baltimore and Ohio em- 


ployees, in a time like this, took action which gave satis- 
faction, aid and comfort'to those opposed to the welfare of 
the United States.

(Continued From Pape 1) 
l:3ad was approaching. The temper 
ieven of the most jtalient people in 
the wor3d, becomes frayed wh?n they 
are compelled to stand three or four 
hoars in a temperature of 1{» below 
zero waiting lor bread which often 
was not forthcoming. Potatoes had 


risen to eight and nine times their 
ordinary price and other food com- 
modities were at a cost practically 
prohibitive to the poor. 


"The explanations of the voluable 


new minister of agriculture, M. Rit- 
tich, were not calculated either to 
relieve the present hunger or 
the 


anxiety for the future. He ascribed 
the delay in the arrival of flour to 
as though snow storms in Russia in 
February were unparelled phenome- 
nons. The poor in the streets were 
not the only ones who squirmed un- 
der this sort of explanations. . The 
duma leaders as well regarded the 
situation as inexcusable and Presi- 
dent Radzianko finally felt justified 
in going to the length of offering his 
whole hearted assistance in putting 
into effect special emergency mea- 
sures for increasing the food supply. 


"Minister of Interior Protopopoff 


was absent from Saturday's confer- 
ence on 
the 
food 
question. 
M. 


Protopopoff is a wealthy 
manufac- 


turer and a courtier,with a reputa- 
tion for debonair duplicity. 
Resid- 


ing in the Tsaraskoe-Selo Palace he 
was reported lately as spending a 
large part of his time fndulging 
in 


trances. 
Equally detested by 
the 


parliamentarians and the people he 
never appeared in the duma since his 
ministerial appointment. 
"With such an administration of 


agriculture and the interior and with 
the premier a nonenity it was not 
surprising that the food 
prospects 


were regarded by the members of 
the duma with the greatest alarm 
and even dismay. 
While the duma 


leaders were discussing the food sit- 
uation the people in the streets were 
getting more and more voluable in 
their protests against the whole sit- 
uation." 


Further details of the events pre- 


ceding the revolutionary coup in Pe- 
trograd are given in a Reuter dis- 
patch from the Russian capital. 


The dispatch says that the work- 


ing class had decided on "peaceful" 


• street demonstrations en 
Saturday. 


' Early on Saturday morning the po- 
lice warned the citizens not to leave 
their houses as It was not safe. 
In 


other words, the food demonstrations 
were to be suppressed with an iron 
hand. Undeterred, however, by this 
warning the peopJc cam*; out in such 
numbers that the Nevsky Prospect 
and oiJj-er main thoroughfares were 
thronged. 
Tlae -crowds were mostly 


from the middle classes as the roads 
from Hie labor district w-erc barred. 
The people were so good natnred and 
jovial that the authorities,, believed 
at first thai thr day would pass all 


right, 
iNevertheless, they took pre- 


cautions by sending for 
reinforce- 


ments. 


Patrol after patrol 
of 
cossucks, 


mounted and foot soldiers and police 
lined the Nevsky Prospect and the 
court yards of the houses were filled 
'with reserves. 
The crowd still good 


natured, cheered the troops and cos- 
sacks warmly as the soldiers showed 
themselves appreciative. There was 
an unprecedented feeling of camade- 
derie between the populace and the 
troops. 
Cossacks doffed their hats 


reputedly to the cheerers and some 
groups of soldiers cheered back at 
the crowds. 
It was a sign of 
the 


times which the authorities however, 
failed to read. 


Deuty Kerensky, the new Rus- 


sian minister of justice ,has decided 
to frame a measure of general politi- 
cal amnesty, according to a Petro- 
grad dispatch to 
Renter's 
dated 


Thursday. 


The garrison of the 
palace 
at 


Tsarskoe-Selo has declared itself on 
the side of the new government and 
has 
welcomed 
its representatives 


with enthusiasm. 


Prince Shakovskoy, 
minister of 


commerce in the late administration, 
has been arrested by order of the 
executive committee. 


Premier Golitzine. minister of the 


interior Protopopoff and the minis- 
ter of justice were among those ar- 
rested and brought to 
the 
duma 


building by the revolutionary execu- 
tive committee's orders, according to 
a Renter's Petrograd dispatch. Pre- 
mier Golitzine was 
later 
released 


but the other two ministers are still 
•held. 
The dispatch says that when the 


soldiers guarding the duma learned 
pf the arrival there under arrest of 
General Soukhomlinotf. former min- 
ister of war. they loudly demanded 
that he be surrendered to them. The 
deputies had great difficulty in calm- 
ing the troops who insisted that at 
least the general's epaulettes be torn 
off. 
The former minister submitted 


quietly to this degradation. 


Practically the entire archives of 


the Russian secret police were burn- 
ed by the revolutionists, according to 
a Times dispatch from 
Petrograd. 


When the building in which the no- 
torious Third Section had its head- 
quarters was captured eager crowds 
sacked the 
offices, 
blasted 
open 


safes, wrecked 
strong 
boxes 
and 


rushed into the 
streets 
carrying 


masses "of documents which 
were 


quickly converted into blazing bon- 
fires. 
Not all the documents, how- 


ever. were destroyed. The new gov- 
ernment has obtained possession of 
lists of spies and informers who are 
being fast run to earth. 


Although the populace is strongly 


disposed to wreak summary venge- 
ance on those who incurred their 
hate in the days of the old regime, 
the prisoners are safe once they are 
under the protection of the soldiers 
and are marched through the streets 
to the duma or to the district sec- 
tions of the provisional government. 
The strongest anti-German 
feeling 


animates the population,-; and 
all 


highly placed personages "who 
are 


suspected of German proclivities or 
who bear German names or titles are 
being -systematically hunted down. 


Great Britain- had not 
officially 


recognized the new Russian govern- 
ment at the hour the house of com- 
mons met today. 


The abdication of Emperor Nich- 


olas and the appointment of Grand 
Duke Michael as regent has not yet 
been carried into effect, though" it 
has been decided on by the executive 
power, Andrew Bonar Law, chancel- 
lor of the exchequer, announced to- 
day in the house of commons.

REMOVE CONSERVATIVES

Petrograd, Thursday, March 
15. 


via London, March 16.— The old reg- 
ime of conservatives has been -sup- 
planted by a government of liberals. 
M. . Kerenski, the new minister 
of 


justice, is a socialist. 
He accepted 


the portfolio on the stipulation that 
there should be absolute freedom of 
speech and of the press, and full po- 
litical amnesty. 
The cabinet has 


been chosen exclusively from present 
and past members of the duma. It 
was named by the executive commit- 
tee of the duma in conjunction with 
other deputies and representatives of 
the working men and the soldiers, 
which held an all night session. 


Prof. Paul Milukoff. the new for- 


eign minister, informed the Associ- 
ated Press that the new regime was 
determined on the elimination 
of 


Emperor Nicholas and the regency 
of Grand Duke Michael. 


"We shall not change these de- 
mands." he said. 
"We shall have 


this or fall. We can accept nothing 
less." 


The new cabinet contains men who 


led in the struggle against the old 
government and enjoyed full confi- 
dence of the country. 
Prof. Milu- 


koff and Mr. Shingaroff. the 
new 


minister of agriculture have become 
especially prominent as champions 
of the rights of the people. 
It is 


due to Prof. Milukoff that revela- 
tions regarding the political intrigue 
and corruption of the old reaction- 
ary government were brought before 
the public. 


While the duma and the working- 
men's committee agreed upon the 
cabinet they still remained somewhat 
at odds regarding the form the new 
government 
shall 
assume. 
The 


•workingmen's deputies 
wished 
to 


leave this question undecided until 
after the holding of a constitutional 
assembly which win be charged with 
revising the present constitution, de- 
siring to call this assembly without 
delay. 
The duma group. 
fearing 
dangers lo the country in the 
ab- 


sence of a definite government, sug- 
gested abdication of the 
emperor 


and the regency 
of 
Grand Duke 


Michael. This will be the temporary 
arrangement pending tne decision of 
the constitutional assembly.
